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Arson suspected in fires at Grant County Park

Connie Taylor is mad. 

Her anger bubbled over as she stared 
at hours upon hours of hard work that 
are now nothing more than a pile of 
soot, ashes and burned, twisted metal. 

“It’s a sad day for Grant County and 
I’m glad I didn’t see it on fire because it 
would have just been too hard,” Taylor 
said. 

Taylor’s gaze was long and hard at 
what used to be the Dry Ridge 
Consolidated Colored School, which

was destroyed in a suspicious blaze 
around 1:52 a.m. on Oct. 14. 

The Grant County Fiscal Court and 
Grant County Historical Society are 


each offering a $1,000 reward for 
information leading the arrest and con¬ 
viction of those responsible for the 
fire. 

The wooden frame structure was 
fully engulfed when firefighters from 
Crittenden, Dry Ridge, Williamstown 
and Piner arrived. 

The fire spread to the Rice Chapel, 
located next to it, and damaged the 
exterior wall, as well as three windows. 
There was some water damage on the 
inside of the church.

Hammons, Linder 
square off over 
endorsement

Things got lively between state 
representative candidates Brian 
Linder and Wanda Crupper 
Hammons during the Oct. 11 candi¬ 
dates forum sponsored by the Grant 
County News and Grant County 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Hammons and Linder, who are 
looking to replace the retiring Royce 
Adams, were the final candidates at 
the forum at Williamstown High 
School. 

While the debate began smoothly 
with discussions about pension 
reform, right to work and education, 
the talk heated up when it turned to 
whether or not either candidate was 
endorsed by the National Rifle 
Association (NRA.) 

In the days leading up to the 
forum, criticisms surfaced about 
Hammons’ large campaign signs 
touting her as “NRA Member, NRA 
Endorsed.” 

The signs feature a small dis¬ 
claimer explaining that she was the 
only candidate endorsed by the 
NRA for the primary race.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Houseplants move 
indoors 

F all has arrived with two threats of 
frost so far (but none that materialized 
for the farm.) Frost is inevitable, of 
course, it happens every year so let’s get 
organized for the return of our tropical to the 
not-so-great indoors. 

The lush plants that spent the summer out 
on the patio or are now faced with a less than 
ideal existence indoors...but there are some 
things we can do (including lowering our 
expectations in some cases) to help them get 
through the winter in the healthiest way 
possible. Before I move everyone, I first 
group all the plants destined for indoors so I 
can treat them with neem oil. Neem is a 
botanical insecticide that is extremely effective 
in controlling scale, white fly, mealy bugs, 
etc. It works better and longer than many 
conventional systemic products (plus it doesn’t 
stink like Orthene and Malathion.) 

The plants that people seem to ask the most 
questions about when preparing for winter 
storage are undoubtedly angel’s trumpet 
(Brugmansia), banana trees, bougainvillea, 
diplademia, frangipani and the tropical bulbs 
like cannas. All put on a great deal of growth 
throughout the summer months so they appear 
to be too large to manage. But they all can be 
stored easily, during what would normally be 
a more dormant period for them if they were 
in their native environment. You can put all of 
these plants in a cool, dark place until spring 
rolls around again. 

Out of sight, out of mind 

Brugmansia can be left in the pot, cut back 
by about half and essentially forgotten for the 
winter. If you can put the plant, container and 
all, in a cool, out-of-the-way place where you 
can forget about it, you won’t fret over how 
pathetic it looks in this state. Visit it once a 
month for a little watering and walk away 
again. Any banana trees 
in your possession can 
be stored, with the roots 
loosely wrapped in 
newspaper, on the floor 
beside the brugmansia. 

Fragipani, or 

Plumeria rubra, should 
not be cut back. Once 
the leaves drop you can 
set it next to the angel 
trumpet and treat it the 
same way. Diplademia 
and bougainvillea are 
thinned and trimmed 
and set in a cool room 
in the basement. They 
do not go completely 
dormant because there is sunny window 
nearby but they do slow down a bit. This is a 
time to slow down, in fact, so do not try to 
keep everyone actively growing. They need 
the rest so do not fertilize and keep watering 
to a minimum. Shorter days, lower light levels 
and low humidity trigger physiological 
responses in plants so we should not make 
them fight their nature by over watering and 
fertilizing. 

To dig or not to dig? 

Bulbs like cannas, caladiums, gladiolus, 
dahlias and tuberous begonias also cause 
concern among gardeners this time of the 
year. These tender bulbs are not as tender as 
some lead us to believe. I say throw caution 
to the wind and see what comes back. For the 
conservative gardeners who insist on digging 
get it done by the first killing frost. 

Once the tender bulbs have been lifted 
clean them and allow them to air dry for about 
two weeks. Once they have “cured” they can 
be placed in storage. Dahlias are more 
susceptible to drying out so you only need to 
let these bulbs air dry one day before you pack 
them in boxes. Dahlias, caladiums and 
tuberous begonias can all be packed in boxes, 
between layers of vermiculite or peat moss. 
Cannas and gladiolus don’t need to be covered 
and can be put in mesh bags or old pantyhose 
to ensure good air circulation during storage. 

Ideal storage temperatures range from 
around 40 degrees to 50 degress, except for 
caladiums, which prefer a warmer storage at 
60 degrees. These are ideals, not necessities; 
most bulbs will store successfully in generally 
“cool” basement. See why I don’t dig?

“Elk 
are prevalent in Kentucky’s for¬ 
ests. When you went to grab the 
camera you lost your balance and 
fell off. The thump you heard 
was your helmet hitting the 
ground.” 

“Thank goodness for the hel¬ 
met,” I said, happy that Pete had 
made me wear one. 

“Glad to know you’re OK,” he 
said. “Sometimes photographing 
wildlife can hurt them uninten¬ 
tionally. Most animals get 
spooked when a human approach¬ 
es them. Sometimes it causes the 
animal to flee or attack. Please 
remember that next time.” 

We finished the trail ride and 
thanked Pete for all his help. 

“I hope we can come back 
soon to ride,” I said to Pete as we 
were leaving. 

“We would love to have you 
back,” Pete responded, “but 
Kentucky is horse country. There 
are places all over the state to go 
horseback riding. Go to Getoutky. 
com to find a list.” I wrote down 
the web site, excited about the 
possibility to go horseback riding 
again. 

After sleeping under the stars 
and eating a healthy breakfast of 
granola and fresh strawberries, 
we opened up our next Rx card 
from Doc Albert. Dad asked me 
to read the card. I cleared my 
throat and read loudly. 

“While you could find count¬ 


less activities in the Daniel Boone 
National Forest and Eastern 
Kentucky area, it’s time to move 
to another region. Dad: Drive 
north on Highway 11, then go left 
on Highway 9 for 42 miles. Then 
you’ll see an intersection. Your 
new trainer will meet you. Pups: 
Use the brochures I’ve included 
and make a list of all the activi¬ 
ties you can do in Kentucky. 
Include where the activities are 
located.” 

As Dad drove and Mom rode 
shotgun, Chloe and I read the 
Kentucky brochures. We were 
amazed to find out some interest¬ 
ing facts about the Bluegrass. 

“Listen,” Chloe said, grabbing 
everyone’s attention. “This bro¬ 
chure says Kentucky has 39,732 
square miles of land with com¬ 
mercial forest land occupying 12.7 
million acres; has more miles of 
running water than any other state 
except Alaska, and 1,100 miles 
are used for commercial transpor¬ 
tation. And Kentucky has 52 state 
parks, including 24 recreation 
state parks, 17 Kentucky resort 
parks (more than any other state) 
and 11 historic state parks.” 

“With all of that, there is no 
excuse for us not to exercise 
while we enjoy the state,” Mom 
said, looking at us from the front 
seat. 

“Unfortunately, it sounds like 
we need exercise,” Chloe offered. 
“Kentucky ranks sixth in the 
nation for having the most obese 
residents, second for losing our 
teeth, and it has a high rate of 
cancer deaths and more smokers 
than any other state.”

It is further provided that the property sold 
includes insurable improvements and the successful bidder at said sale shall, at bidder’s own expense, carry fire 
and extended insurance coverage on said improvements from the date of sale until the purchase price is fully 
paid, to the extent of the Court appraised value of said improvements or the unpaid balance of the purchase 
price whichever is less, as a minimum, with a loss payable clause to the Commissioner of the Grant Circuit 
Court or the Plaintiff herein. Failure of the purchaser to effect such insurance shall not affect the validity of the 
sale or the purchaser’s liability thereunder, but shall entitle, but not require, the Plaintiff, to effect said insurance 
and furnish the policy or evidence thereof to the Commissioner if it so desires, and the premium thereon or the 
proper portion thereof shall be charged to the purchaser as purchaser’s costs. 

The aforesaid property shall be sold free and clear of all liens and encumbrances, except the following: 

a. All unpaid state, county and city real estate taxes for the year 2012; 

b. Easements, restrictions, and stipulations of record; 

c. Assessments for public improvements levied against the property; 

d. Any facts which an inspection and/or accurate survey of the property may disclose.

When firefighters went to the back 
of the park to hook to a fire hydrant to 
battle the blaze, they noticed a small 
Little League concession stand was 
also on fire, which was also a total 
loss. 

A canine unit from Boone County 
was called to the scene, as well as the 
Kentucky State Police Arson investi¬ 
gator. 

In May, a two-story concession 
stand at the front of the park was 
destroyed in a suspicious blaze. There 
is still a $1,000 reward posted by the 
Kentucky Arson Task Force for any 
information leading to an arrest in that 
fire. 

‘The thing that gets to me is this is 
impossible to replace,” said Tabatha 
Clemons, Grant County’s Parks and 
Recreation Director. “You can rebuild 
a building, but not one that was made 
that way. This was living history.” 

The school building, a historic 
structure known as A Rosenwald 
School, or a historic-segregated school 
was built in 1923 with funds from the 
Rosenwald Foundation, which piloted 
a mral school building program for 
black students. It was open from 1925 
to 1958. 

The one-room schoolhouse used to 
sit on Assembly Church Road in Dry 
Ridge before it was moved to the 
park. 

A grant from the National Tmst for 
Historic Preservation and Lowe’s, was 


used to restore the building, which 
contained desks from actual students 
who attended school there, a black¬ 
board and photos from Grant County 
families. 

An antique display case inside the 
building contained artifacts, which 
belonged to Della Jones, a black 
woman from Williamstown who lived 
to be 105 years old. The display case 
and some books inside were con¬ 
sumed by the fire. 

Many of those artifacts and photos 


survived the fire because Taylor did 
not leave the originals in the building. 

Taylor kept the museum open two 
Saturdays a month and was at the park 
on Oct. 13. She said there was a steady 
stream of visitors, including students 
from Northern Kentucky University, 
who were working with her on an oral 
history project. The students also have 
plans for a Web site, art panels and 
brochures about the museum. 

“This isn’t going to stop me,” 
Taylor said. “I’ll have the students fin¬ 


ish their project, while I look for a new 
location.” 

Taylor said she called one of the 
former student’s of the school and told 
her about the fire. 

“She said, ‘you know we’re used 
to things like this,”’ Taylor said. 

Taylor said the church and school 
were targeted in the summer and 
pained with racial slurs, but police do 
not believe the fire was racially moti¬ 
vated. 

“I don’t believe it’s racially moti¬ 


vated because they burnt the other 
concession building the same night,” 
said Grant Connty Sheriff Chuck 
Dills. “More than likely if it were a 
hate crime, some group or organiza¬ 
tion would be claiming responsibili¬ 
ty’’ 

Dills said his department wants to 
find out who is responsible for the 
damage. 

“We’re going to follow up on 
every lead and tip to see where it 
goes,” Dills said. 

Since Taylor’s work began on doc¬ 
umenting Grant County black families 
about three years ago, she said her 
family has been worried about her 
safety. 

“Their fear is that it’s someone 
who doesn’t like the attention I’m 
bringing to the black community,” 
Taylor said. 

Grant County at one time had as 
many as 790 black families. 

Taylor said the museum may have 
suffered a set back, but she’s not ready 
to give up her interest in seeing that the 
history of black families is preserved. 

“My family will tell you this has 
taken almost three years of my life, but 
it’s been worth it because I’ve met 
great people in the process. I just can’t 
believe anyone, even a bunch of kids, 
could be this evil. Why would anyone 
do this?” she asked, staring at the 
smoldering mbble.

“I was the only candidate 
to be endorsed by the NRA 
April 17, 2012,” Hammons 
said at the forum. “(The 
sign) says the only candi¬ 
date to receive the endorse¬ 
ment April 17, 2012. I 
received the endorsement 
from the NRA. Mr. Linder 
has not.” 

Linder, who dubbed the 
controversy NRAgate, has 
not claimed he has received 
an endorsement from the 
NRA rather he said both 
candidates have received an 
AQ rating, the highest grade 
a candidate without a voting 
record can receive, from the 
organization. 

“You don’t have to listen 
to me,” Linder said to the 
forum audience. “You don’t 
have to listen to Mrs. 
Hammons. Call the NRA. 
Go to their Website. What 
you will find is that we have 
received the same rating for 
this race. An endorsement is 
not an endorsement for life. 
She was endorsed in her 
primary. In my primary, I 
ran against a very strong 
pro-2nd amendment candi¬ 
date in Scott Bruce. We both 
had AQ ratings. In this race, 
go to their Website or call 
the NRA, you’ll find the 
truth.” 

The debate continued 
with a rebuttal by 
Hammons. 

“In March, I got the 
endorsement papers and the 
questionnaire and I filled it 
out,” she said. “He had the 
very same opportunity and 
he did not. So, around 
August and September, he’s 
decided I need an endorse¬ 
ment. You can’t get an 
endorsement for two people, 
only one person, and Wanda 
got it. So, they decided to 
send us both a letter saying 
we’re just going to rate you 
both because Wanda already 
received the endorsement. 
Wanda received the endorse¬ 
ment, the only candidate to 
receive the endorsement. I 
am a NRA member. I have 
my hunting and fishing 
license and my permit to 
carry license.” 

Linder said Hammons’ 
assertion that he did not fill 
out his NRA survey is 
false. 

While Linder agrees that 
Hammons’ signs are correct, 
he said they are misleading. 

“I am not a candidate 
that you need to read the 
small print on,” Linder said 
to scattered applause. 

After the forum, the NRA 
Political Victory Fund sent 


out an e-mail to clear up any 
confusion by clarifying the 
organization’s stance for the 
race for state representative 
in the 61st district. 

“Due to the strong ques¬ 
tionnaire responses received 
from both candidates for the 
general election, the NRA 
has not endorsed either can¬ 
didate and has assigned AQ 
ratings to their respective 
campaigns.” 

The e-mail, which wishes 
both Linder and Hammons 
good luck, explains that the 
AQ rating should be viewed 
“very favorably” by voters. 

At the forum, the tension 
continued after the NRA 
debate in the closing state¬ 
ments by the candidates as 
Hammons criticized Linder 
for allegedly not showing 
up for fiscal court budget 
meetings and missing a 
recent Owen County Farm 
Bureau meeting. 

“I was just at a meeting 
the other day in Owen 
County and they kept say¬ 
ing, 4 Mr. Linder is on his 
way. He’s on his way.’ We 
lingered on and gave door 
prizes,” Hammons said. “He 
never showed up until the 
very minute he did show up 
and he chewed out the Farm 
Bureau gentleman. Let me 
tell you, his magistrate 
record shows it. His atten¬ 
dance record is very poor 
and we don’t need someone 
in Frankfort like that. We 
have a (Sen.) David Williams 
and we don’t need another 
one.” 

Linder responded by say¬ 
ing he missed the meeting in 
Owen County because he 
was at a Grant County Fiscal 
Court meeting in his capac¬ 
ity as magistrate. 

“I have a duty to the cur¬ 
rent taxpayers who elected 
me two years ago,” Linder 
said. 

In Hammons’ final words 
of the night, she expressed 
her disappointment in 
Linder, which received a 
gasp over the audience and 
several boos. 

“I’m very disappointed 
in you, Brian Linder,” she 
said. “I never thought you 
would be like that. I thought 
you were of a Christian 
faith.” 

Linder did not respond to 
Hammons’ comments in his 
closing statement, opting to 
tell voters why wants their 
vote. 

“Our state, this economy 
is broken,” he said. “There 
needs to be a fundamental 
change to the size, efficien¬ 
cy and the reach of govern-
